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A salute to 
veterans 


Annual ceremony to 
take place Sunday

AGAWAM — The town will mark the 
93rd observance of Veterans Day this Sun- 
day, Nov. 11 with a ceremony to take place 
on Veterans Green, located on the corner of 
Main and School streets. 

The formal observance, set to begin at 
10:45 a.m., will include a wreath laying, 
flag raising, national anthem, Pledge of Al- 
legiance, and comments from local and state 
politicians, including Mayor Richard A. Co- 
hen. Richard J. Girard Jr., the town’s veterans 
agent, has also been invited to speak, along 
with state Rep. Nicholas Boldyga, R-South- 
wick. 

The memorial bell on the tower will be 
tolled 11 times at 11 a.m. because, “That’s 
when the guns fell silent during World War 
I,’ said Christopher Sanchez, chairman of the 
Agawam Veterans Council, which is respon- 
sible for organizing the event. 

It was on Nov. 11, 1918 that the Armistice 
brought an end to World War I. Originally, 
Veterans Day was known as Armistice Day, 
which President Woodrow Wilson pro- 
claimed would be celebrated each year on 
Nov. 11. In 1938, Congress passed an act 
that officially created Armistice Day to honor 
those soldiers who fought in World War I. By 
1954, the nation had been through another 
World War as well as a war in Korea and 
the 83rd Congress responded to the urgings 
of the Veterans Administration to amend the 
1938 Act creating Armistice Day and rename 
the day Veterans Day.

Fe some homeowners, one of the most 
exciting parts of the holiday season has 
nothing to do with gift-giving; it’s all about 
decorating for them. 

From entryways tastefully adorned with 
garland to mantels decorated with stockings 
and candy canes, no two homes are alike dur- 
ing the holidays. This year the GFWC Aga- 
wam Junior Women’s Club plans to showcase 
six homes during its second annual Holiday 
Homes Tour, scheduled for Saturday, Dec. 8 
from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

The event is being held as a fundraiser 
for the Junior Women’s Club, which raises 
money for a scholarship program, Bingo for 
Books, the Safety Bug for first-time bus rid- 
ers, and holiday baskets to provide food and 
gifts for families in need, according to Mary 
Cincotta, chairperson for this year’s tour. 

Before starting the tour of homes in Aga- 
wam/Feeding Hills last year, Cincotta used to 
attend a similar event in West Springfield. She 
— and other members of the Junior Women’s 
Club — thought a tour in Agawam would be 
a fun, new way to raise money. 

“Last year’s tour was pretty successful,’ 
Cincotta said. “We got a lot of positive re- 
sponse from people and we were able to get 
six homes so we decided to go with it again 
this year. We’d like to make it an annual thing 
as long as people keep volunteering their 
homes.” 

The 2011 Holiday Homes Tour netted over 
$1,900 for the Junior Women’s Club, she 
said, adding, “We were thrilled.”

Re Agawam students were 
rewarded with gift cards and 
certificates for creating winning 
posters last spring about recycling. 
But their biggest reward came this 
month when their images were 
enlarged and displayed on sides 
of trucks rolling through Agawam 
neighborhoods. 

Trucks picking up residential 
curbside waste materials in town 
have been transformed into rolling 
billboards with student-designed 
magnetic banners that remind resi- 
dents about the importance of re- 
cycling. The big blue trash trucks 
operated by Republic Services, 
formerly Allied Waste Services, 
feature two of eight different 4’ x 
4’ color banners. 

Students at AHS and two el- 
ementary schools participated in 
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a school-wide poster contest to 
create messages and images for 
the banners. Eight student designs 
— four by AHS students, one by a 
Phelps School student, and three 
by Robinson Park School students 
— were chosen from among 100 
entries. 

A panel of about a dozen people 
that included the Agawam DPW’s 
engineering office, the mayor’s 
office, Republic Services, and the 
Springfield Materials Recycling 
Facility, reviewed the entries. En- 
tries that received the most votes 
were transferred to the magnetic 
banners. 


Student designs hit the streets 
Winning student entries were 
designed by Christiana Antico, Ol- 
ivia Cipriani, McKenzie Stuetzel, 
Riley Hellstein (AHS); Anna Rus- 
so (Phelps School); Hunter Em- 
mons, Haily Emmons, and Sydney 
Dietrich (Robinson Park School). 
Student artwork began appear- 
ing on trucks in early November. 
Initially, only three of the eight 
banners have been produced, but 
as the remaining five banners ar-

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Town, region ‘dodge a bullet’ 
Impact of Sandy less than expected

AGAWAM -— Town officials say Agawam 
was more than prepared for Hurricane San- 
dy, known in other areas now as ““Superstorm 
Sandy,” which struck the northeast Monday, 
Oct. 29. 

Thankfully, despite the preparation for 
the storm, Agawam was spared Sandy’s real 
wrath, as only a minimal amount of damage 
was reported and power outages were also 
kept to a minimum in the community. There 
was one point in the day where more than 
1,500 customers were without power due 
to the high winds, which started on Sunday 
night. 

“At 2:15 p.m. we had about 1,500 custom- 
ers without power,” said Mayor Richard Co- 
hen. “Power was restored to most of them 
within about 40 minutes.” 

But according to Western Massachusetts 
Electric Company, just a few customers were 
left without power in the evening of Oct. 29. 
Locally, the town experienced winds with 
gusts up to 40 miles per hour and scattered 
rain throughout the day into the evening 
hours. 

AS a precautionary measure, school was 
cancelled for the day and everyone was ad- 
vised to remain in their homes. 

Many measures were taken to prepare for 
the storm, including bringing in numerous 
utility crews and having the Department of 
Public Works mobilized and ready to go. 
The vast majority of them, however, were 
not needed in Agawam. 

‘Tm very thankful and grateful that we 
were spared,” said Cohen. 

Nearby towns of Russell and Blandford 
were hit hard with power outages, much like 
Agawam, which had more than 80 percent 
without power during the bulk of last year’s 
Oct. 29 snowstorm. But just a few more out- 
ages were reported and full power was re- 
stored to the town by Tuesday. 

Students also returned to school on Tues- 
day morning without the need for delays, 
said Cohen. 

The largest effort for the storm was in the 
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preparation. For last year’s Oct. 29 storm, 
Cohen spent days mobilizing town officials 
following the snowstorm. This time, he and 
other officials learned from their mistakes. 

Cohen said he began major preparations 
by e-mailing personnel and holding a meet- 
ing on Friday, Oct. 26 to brief everyone on 
the latest storm track. 

Cohen made a “Declaration of Emer- 
gency” for the Town of Agawam on Sunday 
morning, Oct. 28, according to the Agawam 
Emergency Management page on Facebook, 
and schools were closed Monday, Oct. 29. 
The emergency declaration ended Oct. 30. 

WMECo had crews ready to respond to 
the power outages that were projected to im- 
pact western Mass. 

Preparation was key whether the storm hit 
the area or not, said local officials. Accord- 
ing to one local emergency management of- 
ficial, Charles Dunlap of Southwick, if the 
storm track had moved approximately one 
more hour north during the day Monday 
before migrating west and hitting New York 
and the New Jersey shore hard, it would have 
been Western Massachusetts that would have 
been hit the hardest by the storm. 

“We really did dodge a bullet with this 
storm,” Dunlap said. “It could have been us 
that experienced the major flooding.” 

The most damage occurred in New York 
City with flooded subways and major power 
outages. New Jersey and the Connecticut 
shore also sustained heavy power outages 
and some flooding. 

“My heart and prayers go out to those who 
were less fortunate than us with this storm,” 
said Cohen. 

Western Massachusetts was mostly spared 
the wrath, though some towns locally in 
higher elevations experienced higher losses 
of power than Agawam. With numerous 
crews mobilized by Sunday night, it did not 
take very long for power to be restored. 

The police, fire, public works, and build- 
ing maintenance personnel who worked 
overtime to be on standby, cost the town 
$16,069.66, Cohen said. DPW crews were 
staged throughout town, but only responded 
to three downed trees.

gawam was spared the impact of Hur- 

ricane Sandy, but an estimated 50 to 60 
million people across the northeast weren’t 
so fortunate. It is going to take a long while 
before recovery is felt in communities in 
New Jersey and New York in the areas that 
suffered the worst damage and destruction. 
Recovery is being discussed in terms of 
weeks and months, not days, and victims will 
need immediate and sustained help.

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rive they will be attached to the trucks. All 
banners will rotate on the trucks throughout 
November, said Tracy DeMaio, Agawam 
DPW’s environmental project coordinator. 

Republic operates three trash trucks and 
two recycling trucks in town, but the banners 
appear only on the trash trucks. The banners 
are displayed on the right rear side of the 
hopper — or the curb side — to be more visible 
to residents during trash pick-ups. 

“We chose to have all available magnets 
posted on the trash trucks as a reminder to 
residents about recycling,” said DeMaio. She 
said the trash and recycling services are pro- 
vided by the trucks Monday through Thurs- 
day, except during holiday weeks when there 
are Friday pick-ups. 

Student-designed magnets unique to 
Agawam 

The student-designed banners combine 
images with recycling facts — and may be 
unique to Agawam. 

“Other communities operating city ve- 
hicles may have truck magnets for specific 
needs, but to my knowledge, Agawam is the 
first community in our area to encourage 
art students to use their creativity to design 
truck magnets that helps the town encourage 
residents to recycle,’ said DeMaio. 

Funding for the magnetic banners — which 
cost approximately $215 each, or $1,720 for 
all eight — comes from a $1,500 grant Aga- 
wam DPW received from the state Depart- 
ment of Environmental Protection (DEP). 
The grant, awarded a year ago, is to be used 
specifically to conduct a public education 
campaign and produce outreach material on 
recycling. 

Republic, which bought Allied Waste Ser- 
vices of Springfield, matched the grant to 


campaign. The company also provided gift 
cards to the winning students. 

DeMaio said she had considered the us- 
ing truck magnets when she applied for the 
grant, but was stuck on the best way to de- 
sign the magnetic messages. “I had the idea 
about the magnets, but I wasn’t certain about 
how to create the images or the messages,” 
she said. 

Solving design dilemma 

When DeMaio received the grant, it in- 
spired her to enlist student artists to help 
solve the design dilemma. With the help of 
the school department’s art teachers, stu- 
dents at all schools were encouraged — but 
not required — to unleash their creativity by 
participating in a poster contest. 

“We wanted students to design simple, 
clear, and easy-to-read images and text. 
We also asked them to share their views on 
waste reduction, reusing, recycling, or buy- 
ing recycled products and packaging,” said 
DeMaio. 

While students at all schools were invited 
to participate, the only entries submitted 
came from students at the high school and 
two elementary schools, Robinson Park and 
Phelps. In addition to the gift cards, each 
winning student artist received a certificate 
from the town. 

DeMaio said while the purpose of the con- 
test was to create student-designed posters 
for truck banners in Agawam, the designs are 
generic enough that they could also be dupli- 
cated for other communities. “Currently, the 
banners will only be displayed in Agawam, 
but it’s possible they could be used in other 
communities if there 1s a request.” 

DeMaio added that her goal was to have 
the banners ready to use during the summer, 
but a number of “obstacles” delayed the 
planned launch. “What I quickly found out

was that taking hand-drawn images, editing 
them, and then scanning and printing them 
is not as easy at is sounds — especially for a 
4’ x4’ size.” 

But the delay also had an upside. When 
DeMaio realized the magnets couldn’t be 
produced until late fall, she decided to roll 
out the campaign in November. The delay 
allowed Agawam’s recycling campaign to 
connect to a national recycling program on 
Nov. 15. 

“Our recycling reminder magnetic mes- 
sages are a great opportunity to also high- 
light America Recycles Day,’ said DeMaio. 


A program of Keep America Beautiful, the 
nationally-recognized day has been held 
since 1997 as a community-driven aware- 
ness event dedicated to educating, promot- 
ing, and celebrating recycling. 

The magnets were produced by a Florida 
graphics company that DeMaio said Repub- 
lic has used for similar projects. “The com- 
pany is familiar with Republic’s corporate 
safety and equipment requirements regarding 
the vehicles. They also could create magnets 
with the proper strength and size required for 
use on the trucks.”

Vets ceremony Sunday 
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“Veterans Day is a day that honors all veterans, past and 
present,” said Sanchez, who served in the Persian Gulf War. 
“It’s to say thank you to the men and women who have served 
and are serving.” 

Whereas Memorial Day is intended to be a solemn occa- 
sion, to honor those individuals who have died serving in 
times of war, Veterans Day is more of a celebratory event, 
said Sanchez. 

Despite this, he estimates fewer people will turn out for 
the Veterans Day ceremony than the town’s Memorial Day 
events, likely because the ceremony will take place when 
many people are participating in church services. Histori- 
cally, only about 30 people turn out for the Veterans Day 
ceremony. 

However, Sanchez said the town would not change the day 
and time that the ceremony takes place because it always co- 
incides with the Armistice at the 11th hour on the 11th day 
of the 11th month. 

Girard said this particular year’s event is important be- 
cause it’s a way to thank the men and women in uniform 
for everything they do for our nation, not just during times 
of war. 

He pointed to the military’s response to Hurricane Sandy, 
which ravaged parts of the east coast at the end of October. 

“The military is all over the place down there,’ Girard 
said. “It was in the blink of an eye that they got called ... 
and they just picked up at a moment’s notice to help these 
people. That’s why it’s important that we pay tribute to the 
people in uniform.”

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Knapik requests fuel 


assistance funding 


BOSTON - State Sen. Michael R. Knapik, R-Westfield, and 
State Sen. Katherine Clark, D-Melrose, authored a letter to the 
House and Senate Committees on Ways and Means to request 
$20 million in forward funding for the federally funded Low 
Income Home Energy Assistance Program, otherwise known 
as LIHEAP. The two senators were joined by 82 legislators in 
filing the request to the recently-filed supplemental spending 
bill. 

“This is truly a bipartisan effort to urge the administration 
to advance the program some money so it can begin provid- 
ing this much need assistance to thousands of families across 
the Commonwealth,” said Knapik. “For many of our constitu- 
ents, LIHEAP has been essential to how they deal with the cold 
weather. What we are requesting today is a bit of a guarantee 
that they will be provided the same safeguard this winter.” 

The Low Income Home Energy Assistance Program is a fed- 
erally funded block grant program, administered at the state 
and local level, that helps low-income elders, families, and 
other households pay their heating bills. The benefit amount 
each family receives depends on the amount on the funding 
allocated to the Commonwealth by the U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Services. 

Although federal budget negotiations are ongoing, the sena- 
tors note that the Department of Housing and Community De- 
velopment (DHCD), the state agency in charge of dispersing 
the funds, “expects Massachusetts will receive $105.8 million 
based on the President’s budget recommendation, with the pos- 
sibility of receiving $132.6 million as approved by Congress in 
the 6 month continuing resolution.” 

This request will allocate $20 million from the stabilization
